Oe by W. E. Johnson in 1905. An inbred Green Mountain; seed boll grown on Green Mountain and pollenized 
with Green Mountain. It is practically thorough-bred or pure bred. It has all the parents’ good qualities and in general appear- 

ance Is the same, except it is a trifle whiter in color and the skin more netted. It grows round to oblong, somewhat flattened ; eyes 
shallow. The sprouts in spring are white and stubby and do not grow very long. Soon after the stalks appear above the ee they 
branch very much, the broad, dark green leaves lying close to and completely covering the ground, which will kill weeds and grass and 
have a tendency to hold moisture. It will make a vigorous, rapid growth, set a large number in the hill and mature to the best marketable 
size a few days earlier than its parents. Blossom is white, with yellow center stalks Cooking quality excellent. The past season on our 
trial grounds it gave a yield at the rate of 640 bushels per acre. Prices on application. 


NORCROSS. Pure White 


Crea 1895. Seed boll grown on the old Early Rose pollenized with Beauty of Hebron. Singular as it may seem, 
this potato is one of the late maturing varieties, somewhat blocky in shape, smooth surface, very excellent table quality, cooking dry 
and mealy. Grows a thrifty, upright top, with large leaves, and is above the average of the white kinds to withstand blight. It has a 
wonderful reputation in New England and New York State for its superior quality and large yield.

If Desired, Bordeaux Mixture Dissolve six pounds copper sulphate (blue vitriol) in six gallons of water. Slake six pounds 


may be added as below . .- of lump lime, slowly adding water as it slakes, being careful not to burn the lime. Hy- 
drated lime may be used. When thoroughly slaked, strain through about a No. 50 mesh 
strainer to remove any lumps. When ready to spray, fill the tank two-thirds full of clear water and add the six gallons of blue vitriol 
water. Next put in 15 to 25 pounds Bug Jdeath. First mix the Bug Death in a bucket of water, same as above. Fill the tank almost 
full of clear water and lastly put in the lime water. Stir well with a stick and start the machine at once, being sure that the agitator is 


working properly. Bug Death is very adhesive and holds the mixture on the vines throughout the season.
